Mrs. Jones Appointed To C-S Board 
As First City Employee To Win Seat 


Belle Gladey city commis- 
sioners July. 22 broke the dis- 
taff barrier when they named 
Vera C. Jones to succeed Her- 
man Close to a three year term 
on the city’s civil service board. 
It marked the first time a wo- 
man—or a civil service em- 
ployee—has served on the board 
since the city adopted the civil 
service system on Dec. 8, 1949.

periment Station Study 0f Weather Aids Growers 


“About this time of the year 
when harvesting is done and 
fishing, vacations and prelimin- 
ary farm planning is in the pro- 
cess, the topic-of most frequent 
discussion is “rain.” One fact 
is sure—our neighbor had more 
rain than did we when the fig- 
ures are compared,” states D. 
S. Harrison, Agricultural Engin. 
eer at Everglades Experiment 
Station. 

In his last news release to 
The Herald before his transfer 
to Gainesville, Harrison releas- 
ed some comparative figures on 
rainfall and some facts of in- 
terest about our Everglades Ex- 
periment Station and its studies 
of weather. 

Harrison said it's called agri- 
climatology, that is, the study 
of how man can put his know- 
ledge of weather—particularly 
rainfall in this  instance—to 
work for him to reduce some 
of the chance in the complex 
business of growing fresh veget- 
ables. 

Rainfall. as of July 29. for 
July is 11.41 or 2.39 inches 
above average. Total rainfall 
for 1959 through July 29 is 
39.25 or 6.82 inches above the 
35-year average. 


The' Study 

U. S. scientists have been 
studying hydrology, the study 
of water requirements pertain- 
ing to plant growth, for years; 
however, it's just been in the 
past 10 years that much emph@-
